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In refuse fish cnu hu procured cliciiply, feed 
it to youi-poultiy ; tliey lue exeoediiigly fond 
offish, and a litllo given to them at this sea- 
son of the ycnc is very beneficial. 

A CoLoiiADO fiinin,'!- counsels the ngricul- 
turiste of his Stale to stick to tlieii- fiirms, ftnd 
not bo iiuluccd to leave their comfortable 
homes for the mining regions, wlmro ao much 
discomfort and uncerlRinty are in store for 
them. 

The most elTectual nielliod of preventing 
cows from kickiug is to have n strap buckled 
tight around the body just forward of the hip 
bones and close to the forward tents. They 
may dance a little on first trial, but they soon 
give it up and remain quiet After using it 
for a time it can bo dispensed witli, as they 
will staud quiet, without it 

Young fowls are the best for laying cggfi. 
It is not good to keep hens beyond the second 
year. Good authority on such matters 
jays: — « Fcedin will do n great deal — a sur- 
prising work indeed— in the production of 
eggs, but not Tvhon old hens are concerned ; 
thoy may put on fat, but they cannot put 
down eggs. Thoir tale is told, their work is 
over," 

A TEAMSTEFi in >[:\inc ?ays he can start the 
worst balky horse by taking him out of the 
shafts and making him go round in a circle 
till ho is giddy. If the first dance of this 
sort dosen't cure him, tho second will. To 
cure ft balky horse, simply place your Land 
over tho horse's nose and shut oS Ills wind 
till he wants to go, and then lot him jo. 

To keep a lawn fr«Bh .ind green put on frc 
quently a slight sprinkling of salt or honr. 
dust, or supejphosato, or any good fcrtililzer. 
When tho soil la soft, run tho roller over; it 
helps the Appearance greatly. Tho applica- 
tion of a little ground gypsum will also 
freshen np tho grass. But, above all, never 
neglect to run tho mowing machines over 
frequently. 

An qxcbnnge well says: — "Many little 
farms wefl tillod, wilUniany industrious, soljer 
farmers to till them, constitute the highest 
degree of agricultinal prosperity. Tho 
greater the number of persons who own laiul 
in any community, the more interest tliey 
will take in its improvement People who 
rent land, as a rule, care nothing for the soil 
they work further than what it will yield 
them." 

Tub Groveling grape is .-^aid to have one 
objection— the looseness of its bunch; but 
this is partly removed liy the age of tlio vine, 
and it appears to do better in some places 
than in others. lu the lu ticle on grMpe cul- 
ture in the proceedings of the .Montreal Horti- 
cultural Society, Mr. James .Morgan states that 
with him it has proved the most productive 
and rcnumerative sort. The bunches were 
large-shouldered and compact, and in no case 
itraggling. 

If you want the strawberry-bed th.it has 
borno you a good' crop one season to bear 
well the neit year, you must work it out 
thoroughly and manure well as soon as it it 
through bearing. Don't pnt it ofl' until tho 
bed it filled ^rith weeds and gra^s. First 
plough or spade the ground between the rows, 
cutting the rOW-s down narrower ; then work 
tile rows out well with a fork potato-digger, 
and scatter in them a good qu.-iiitity of well- 
rotted,compost, guano, or poudrettc. It is a 
good plan to draw freah earth in among the 
plants. 

A HEW motUod of planting telegraph poles 
has been introduced into Pennsylvania. Tho 
ground is staked off 200 feet apart, nnd a man 
Starts ofl" with cartridges of " electric powdev, 
and with IV crowbar in his hand. The hm 
is driven four or live feet inio tho grir-ttul, a 
cartridge with a lighted t'uie is droppi,-! into 
the hole, nnd the man proceeds to tho next 
stake; but before he reaches il the cartridija 
has exploded making a ca> ity as big ns a 
Sour-barrt;l in the ground, and a gang of 
men who follow plant a telegraph pole lu the 
spot In this way four men will get up 100 
to 150 poles per day, at a cost of two-thirds 
less than by the old way, 

I.s the United Staler fully two-thirds of the 
people are directly dependent upon the soil for 
BUpport, and of the nine millions who are en- 
gaged in prodiK'livo industries, six millions 
arc farmers. 

SIany places along the sunny sides of fences 
might be utilized by the planting of sun- 
flowers. The large headed kinds are very 
profitable for feeding poultry, Tho seeds are 
rery coarse and full of oil. Feed sunflower 
seeds with cra'-ked corn nnd rye. 

SKi,F.nr for planting young plants. Fuchsias 
started in March will make superior stock for 
planting in Mny. Geranium.-^ may bo \Hci 
young or old. Double geraniums arc finer 
the older they aie. I'.'li-rgoiiiunis shoidd be 
from cuttings of t'lo previous fall. Petunias 
should be fro'-.\ ';!iltings recently rooted. 

Nkw Englaad ba.^ now over 230 farmers' 
club, with 72,000 active member.^, and library 
books to the number of 21,000, nnd in the 
United States there are nearly 2,000 Agricul- 
tural Societies, with 68,000 volumes in their 
libraries, and with access to 300 different 
agricultura' publications. 

TuE best soil for beans is a mellow clay or 
Bandy loam. Pi-e|iare the land as for corn, 
fitted in the nicest manner. Plant ten days 
or two weeks after plantin;.^ corn. Marrow 
bt-nns require one nnd one-eighth bushels seed 
per acre; mediums, three-fourths of n bushel; 
pea beans, one-half bu.=hel ; kidney or other 
iarcc beans, more in porp,orliou to size. 

A GOOD method of sowing seeds of annuals 
is to prepare the ground carefully and place 
the seed on the top, roveiini; teem with earth 
to the depth of an eight ol an inch. After 
pressing slightly, place a bit of cotton cloth 
on the seed bed, and keep the cloth damp by 
watering morning and night.. In .a week the 
seed will sprout, when the cloth may be re- 
■moved. ' ■ ^ - - -■ •

Tho persistence with which humanity 
attDcftes itself to fertile land without regard 
to danger is illnstrated clsewhero than here. 
The peasants on the slopes Vesuvius puih 
their cultivalica and plant their homes In the 
very tr4(ik.pf ,y possible lara 'atrenm, and, all 
the wprW^miif, facility for obtaining a liveli- 
hood bUmlahe cultivator to all risks. Groh- 
man saya t " In the Wild-Schonan, North 
Tyrol, not a few of the houses are built on 
such steep slopes that a heavy chain has to 
bo laid round tho houses nnd fastened to soma 
firm object — a large tree or boulder of rock 
higher up. In one village of tho Puater Thai, 
aad in two others off tho Oberina Thai, many 
tho villagers oomo to church with ciam- 
pOOJis on their (eat, tho terrible steep slopes 
OS whicli their hvt9 are built, somewhat like 
a swallow's nest on a wall, requiring this pre- 
eautionary measure. In .Moos— a village not 
very far from tho Bfeiiner, having a popula- 
tion of 800 inhabitants — more than 300 men 

and women have been killed since 1838 by 
falls from the incredibly steep slopes upon 
which the pasturages of this village are .situa- 
ted. So steep are they, in fact, that only 
goats, nnd even tlicy not everywhere, can be 
trusted to graze on them, and the li.ay for the 
larger cattle has to bo cut nnd gathered by 
the band of man." I have myself seen in 
walking among the hills, little stores of grass 
piled against the upper side of protecting 
trees, where it had been brought in nrmfuls 
when cut by the spikc-shod mower. Tb« 
haymakers gather their little crop here and 
there on the steep grass patches, almost at 
the limit of vegetation, pack it in nets or sheets 
f.nd bring it on their slioulder down the steep 
and dangerous paths. My earlier idea of an 
" Alp" was that of a level i)lateau at the toj) 
of tho lower mountains. Alps which are 
even nearly level are very rare, especially 
among the higher elevations. Generally 
they are so steep, so broken, and so inaccess- 
ible that one wonders how cattle nre'got to 
them, nnd how tlioy can be trusted to graze 
over thcra. These Alpa are bounded by no 
fences, and must bo an anxious task for those 
who have the herds in charge to get them 
safely together at milking time. Each anitnal 
wears its bell — not the hollow soundintr. 
(lull cow-bell with which we are familiar, 
but musical in tone, and hoard for a much 
greater distance. The Aljiine hut and the 
Scnnerin, or dairymaid, who spends the 
whole summer in nearly solitary attention to 
her arduous duties, are not altogether what 
one' a imagination might depict. She is not 
the dairymaid of poetry, nor is her temporary 
homo filled with the more ethereal pastoral 
associations. Yet these people, too, havo a 
romantic and imaginative side to their live.'i, 
and are happy and' whble.sorao' and content. 
Tlio agriculture of Xorth Tyrol, outside of the 
valley of the Inti, i^ lanstly confined to very 
small operations. ^ fow cattle, a few sheep, 
a littio poultry, a f'iV .■imall fields, and ii mount- 
ain pasture constitute the stocii ',n trade on 
which the industrious and frugal pair bring 
np their family in conil'ort and decency, ac- 
curanlato portions for their daughters, aiid lay 
aside for their old age. Labor saving ImnllV 
e.Tists. Everything is accomplished by unmit- 
igated and unremitted toil In youth and in 
early life tho people are stalwart, active, nnd 
hearty; but old age conies very early, nnd at 
•10 the vigor of manhood and womanhood is 
passed — the activity and vigor, but not the eii- 
durenco , up to really old age even slight little 
woman carry enormous loads in the 'laskcts 
at their backs up and down steeyj, rough 
hillsides and mountain paths, w^cre lin unac- 
customed tourist must puff g,Hi loll lei move 
his own unincumbered persyi.

GASSIAR—A FEW SUGGES- 
TIONS. 

The roporfc o£ t]ie Laketon Grniid 
Jury is tho most .sevrro ami searching 
arraigiinieiit of the (ioveniuiciit that 
has yet tnkou phiue; hence it is not 
surprising to liml the liircil organ of the 
Goverumeut challenging the statements 
"a'iid • 'belittleing the facts of tho report 
So far as this policy carried in yester- 
day's issue that the mode in which ISIr. 
jENKiJfSOX was dispatched is purposely 
misstated, and tho most important of 
^ftll tho allegations of the grand jurorK 
is declared to bo untrue. It will bo ad- 
mitted tliafc persons on the spot arc 
more likely to obtain a better knowl- 
'.edge of facts than those at a distance, 
and it must be borne in mind that tho 
grand jurors who made tho jircsont- 
uient did so npon tlicir oaths. Tiio 
report states that the Indian liquor law 
is defied from the boundary lino to the 
extreme limits of tho district. Tlio 
organ challenges the trtitli of this 
statement, and as.scrta that all tho 
liquor tho Indian.s drink is obtained 
at Wrangel — thus, inferentially, charg- 
ing the grand jurors with the com- 
mission of perjury. An attempt is 
further made to break the force 
of the report by the statement 
that if tho Buggestiona of tho re 
port were carried out the "in- 
crease of expenditure would bo enor- 
mous;" but our contemporary is appar- 
ently forgetful of tho fact that while 
tho oflicial force at Cassiar is too 
Weak to prevent tho sale of 
whiskey, and tho commission of murder 
and robbery, tho olUcial force at Vic- 
toria is so fully represented that one of its 
most prominent monibcrs finds the 
time hanging so heavily on his hands 
that to keep himself from "rusting" 
he spends three-fourths of the days that 
should be devoted to tho public busi- 
ness in putting numerous shekels in his 
pur.se by running a private legal ostalr 
lislmient. Tlio oflicial army shoiihl be 
more equitably divided. Cassiar has 
no constable, and Victoria has too many 
decks. Suppose, now, that one or two of 
thoSlerlcs in the Attorney-General's de- 
partment were drafted for police ser- 
vice at Telegraph Creek for tho winter 
service. This would equalize matters 
nicely and the remaining hands at James 
Bay would find sufficient employment 
•to keep themselves out of mischief. We 
merely throw out these suggestions. 
Perhaps the leader-writer in the organ 
—who is currently reported to bo a 
member of the " V. P. Brigade," (on the 
principle that " birds of a feather flock 
together,") and who is said to have at 
least once seen the inside of a gaol on 
a charge of so disgrac(!ful a character 
that i^ cannot be printed in tlicso col- 
umns— cafi^improve upon tliom. 

TEE FEW ROUTE TO SIIiEIifA. 

A letter from Tomsk, in Siijoria, 
says : — Professor Nordenskjold's ex- 
plorations are already having practical 
results! ' Tn going from Tumcn to 
Tomsk by steamboat, on reaching the 
village of Demiansk in the Province of 
Tobolsk, my attention was arrested by 
two schooners at anchor, which were 
loaded and apparently ready for sea. 
These vessels, besides another schooner 
now lying at Samaravo, at the con- 
fluence of the Irtisch and Obi, belong- 
ed to a merchant of Irkoutsk. The 
three will sail during this summer 
down tho Obi, enter the Arctic Sea, 
and thence to London. The cargoes of 
tho two, tho Tumcn and Obi, consist 
of cheese and tallow respectively, and 
the third, tliQ Nadejda, is laden with 
brandy. They will be towed down 
the Obi to Obdorsk, the mouth of the 
river, by two steamers. They were 

.. built in the town ef Tunien by a ship- 
builder there, who is just now full of 
work. Tho captains and crews are 

.' for the most part German. Tlio new 
route opened by Prop. Nordenskjold 
will, no doubt, have a beneficial in- 
fluence upon the future of Siberia, 
but the discovery has hitherto injur- 
iously aflectcd the trade of Tomsk and 
Irkoutsk. Whilst we, the liussians, 
were thinking about establishing a cus- 
.tom-liouse at Obdorsk, the English had 

ifcbine with large cargoes up to Tomsk. 

'Having had to pay no customs, they 
were able to sell at much lower prices 
than Russian merchants, who have 
to bring their goods from Moscow, a 
tedious land journey, at a great cost. 
Their competition has already been 
most formidable to our traders 
and will continue to be so until custom 
houses are established at the Siberian 
ports, which now have a great future 
before them, thanks to the enterprise 

O'df the Swedish explorer. 

■^r^ rTME, RUSSIAN NIHILISTS 

SA. correspondent of tho Xew York 
- Jlerfild, writing from tho town of Sara- 
to^j^pn the river Volga, gives an in- 

" ^eresting"^ account of his intercourse 
with' the Kihilists, who have their cen- 
tre in that city. One of them, named 

...Shoomiloff, a young man of thirty, in 
the course of a conversation, gave the 
following summary of the preparations 
that are being made for.4;ho final strug- 
gle against the tyranny of the Russian 
Government: — "Our hopes are great; 
our plans I cannot detail to you. IBut 

j'^Qur 'great' power lies in the synijjathy 

"of the people. The power of tho Gov- 
ernment lies in the army and in its 

*. spies. Wo are sending thousands of 

- Nihilists into the army, and the result 
. must bo a demoralization thereof. Not 

■ only are we sendinp; into the army, 
^.iiut we are working in it. Now is 
2 our great time of preparation, and 
when wc shall have attained a majority 

- then will come our moment of rising 
and redress. We have plenty of funds 
with which to work. Countless purses 
stand open, unfailing in their supply of 

.. means to push our plans. We count 



the increase to our society at about a 
thou.sand a day. Wc can wait, who 
have waited so long, for the end, for it 
is not so far oft'. The gx-eat sign will 
be given in St. Petersburg at "the gates 
of the Imperial Palace. Then will fol- 
low Moscow and all those provinces by 
the River Volga. Little Russia, seek- 
ing her own independence, will join in- 
terests, and Caucasus' bravo sons will 
lerid their aid. The Russian Govern- 
ment has peopled Siberia with Nihilists 
and not one of the uulicedod cries 
which has gone uj) from the cruel 
depths of her mines shall be unaveng- 
ed. And Poland — oppressed, crushed 
and chained in her helplessness — whose 
hand shall stay her from seeking ajust 
revenge and helping to sweep those 
bloodthirsty tvrant.s from the face of 
the earth?' 

rilE occur ATION OF NOV I 
BAZAR. 

Tho Austrian are now about to oc- 
cupy Novi Bazar, in the southeastern 
extremity of Bosnia. From their ex- 
tensive preparations it is evident that 
they intend to make it a base of opera- 
tions for an advance to the Egean. Novi 
Bazar is a town of 8000 inhabitants, in 
a naturally strong position and not 
more than two day.s' march from tho 
head of tho comiilotcd railway to Sal- 
oiiiciu This road traverses tho fertile 
regions of Macedonia, a grain-growing, 
cotton and tobacco-producing country, 
and whose uplands pasture millions of 
sheep and cattle. Salonica has an ex- 
cellent ])ort, is tho seat of n>anufaot- 
ures of various kinds, and now ranks 
as the third commercial port of tho em- 
pire. Austria needs another port than 
that of Trieste. Salonica would give 
her command of the whole archipelago, 
and when the j)resent railway is linked 
with her own system it would give 
her a direct and ea.sy access to the 
East and enable her to dispense with 
the long sea route from Trieste. There 
is no doubt that Salonica is the object- 
ive point of Austria, ller steady ))ro- 
gress in that direction and her in- 
creasing influence in the Balkan Pen- 
insula is already exciting a great deal 
of bad feeling and jealousy at St. Peters- 
burg, and the more so as Austria united 
witli other Powers at Berlin in ex- 
cluding Russia from occupying any 
poinl Mil llie Egcftu Sen. Ihc ac 
quisition of Salonica would be of great 
])oUtical and comnicrical importance to 
Austria. Sooner or later it, is destined 
to fall into her hands. A\'lien th;il takes 
place the rivalry between Russia and 
Austria will be of the keenest and must 
perilous nature. 

-1 TURN VOIi'tUE BETTER. 



The jNIontreal Herahi of Sept. f»th 
is of opinion that tho tide has turned, 

and predicts a trade revival. It dis- 
cerns more activity in city and country 
than has been noticeable for some 
time. Trade generally is on a healthier 
footing than it was during the jieriod 
just prior to the sotting in of tho long-

Supjdy must 
Ijo regulated by demand, and overtrad- 
ing and ra.sh speculation can only loatl 
to subsc(iU(!nt ruin, wliili> piaulence in 
avoidance of undue rislc and shortened 
credits, Ijoth by wholesale and retail 
liriHH, will, before long, ])lace the trade 
of the Dominion again on a satisfactory 
basis.

Jflshua Davies, he cuinplaincd of Ijoiiig 
ill, and loaned fur .sii])port against a fence. 
Jlr. J. Weiler, who was passing, assisted 
Mr. Davies, jr., to lead his father into 
Mr. Courtney's law ollioe, where he w;vs 
placed in ii chair and almost immediately 
expired. Tho cause of death was heart 
disease, to attacks of which Mr. Davies 
had been subject for about a year. Mr. 
Davies was a native of Loudon and was in 
tho 58th year of his ago. Ho came to 
Ojvliforiil.T in 1 S4!) iin.l to Victoria in lH(iH. 
Heleavc3awidow,a l.iigo family of children 
and grand-children and many friends to 
mourn his loss. Mr. Davies was one of 
tho founders of tho order of Odd Fellows 
in this Province; ho was also a prominent 
Mason, was noted for his charitable dis- 
position and always took a loading part in 
public affairs. .\t the last Dominion elec- 
tion he stood as a candidate for the Com- 
mons in this city and was defeated by only 
a few votes. His family have the sympathy 
of ovei-j'one in their ovcrwholmning afllic- 
tion. Tho funeral will take place from 
tho residence of tlio deceased at three p. 
m. , to-day. Tho remains will bo interred 
in tlia Jeivish Cemetoi-y. 



OhllllTirliadk. 

Shortly after closiiig my last report the 
weather cleared up finely and tho grain 
which was out in the late rains took only 
about two days to dry and secure. Wo 
have had fine weather over since, except 
for about four days, and the late crops 
have now been almost all secured in good 
order. Tho most of thu grain in stacks 
has boon thrashed, and ploughing for fall 
wheat is in order. Harvest weather has 
been so "catchy" thafaotno of our set- 
tlers hauled grain in on the Sabbath, and 
it is reported that a zealous Sabbath ob- 
servant intends to test the legality of tho 
act. Tho Slunicipal Council have tho 
power to pass a By-law for tho observance 
of the Sabbath ; but such has not yet boon 
passed. Wo are not aware that our Leg- 
islature passed such an act; thoroforo, 
the only show is to fall back on the Eng- 
lish law. A» tho majority of our settlers 
believe in refraining from wcirking ou (he 
Sabbath, tho minority should have some 
respect for their fcilings, and conform in 
observing it as a day of rest lor man and 
beast. A prospecting party wont up to 
tho headwaters of the Ohilliwhack river, 
about 10 days ago. It is reported that 
two of thoin came direct from the Pro- 
vince of Quebec. They Irid a map with 
them, and .vcro vory reticent about giving 
any information as to their intentions. 
Thoy stated that they wonld likely ivtui n 
in about a month. When the boundary 
lino was being opened, a $10^nugget was 
soon witli a native woman, who lived with 
one of the oflicers, about the source of the 
Cliilliwhack river. He told hor not to 
show anyone the spot whore she obtained 
it. Tho woman lives somewhere opposite 
Sumass on tho north of the Fraser. She 
was ofTored money last summer to go and 
show whore she found it, and was about 
departing when her son refused to accom 
pany her and the scheme fell through. 
Wm. Hall, of Sumass, is nrospccting Har- 
rison River country, and lie reports tliat 
colors can be found in cuiite an are.a of 
one creek ho prospected. The gold is tine 
and mixed with black sand. Mr. Leni- 
han, the Indian agent, is here for a few 
days trying to arrange with the directors 
of the Agricultural Society for holding an 
exhibition for tho Indians in connection 
with tho Society's annual e.xlubition. A 
full meoting is c;dled for Satiird.ay when 
Mr. Lenihan'a proposition will be taken 
into consideration. Mr. Orr is taking 
down the assessment of personal property.

Asslstinsr Sailors to Sss@rt. 

At the Municipal Police Court 3'cster- 
day Edward Shields, aged 18, and Edward 
Clyde, aged IC, were charged with assist- 
ing two marines and a seaman, belonging 
to II. M. S. Penguin, to desert. It is al- 
leged that on tho night of tho 10th the 
accused proceeded to Oak Bay where they 
stole a canoe in which they conveyed tho 
deserters to San Juan Island, landing 
them there early on the morning of tho 
11th inst. Tho youths tlien returned to 
British soil, leaving tho stolen canoo at 
Telegraph Bay, and in all probability they 
would have escaped detection nad it not 
been for Indiana belonging to San Juan, 
to whom one of tlie marines gave his cap 
for some food. Tho Indians came over to 
this city and took the cap to the police 
station, and tho information received from 
them by Sorgt. Bloomfiold resulted in tho 
arrest of tho defendants. Tho penalty 
impound by the Act under which the [iro- 
coedings have been taken is a fine of not 
less than §80 or more than §200, with 
costs ; in default of payment 6 months' 
imprisonment or until such time as tho 
fine shall bo paid. The Police Magis- 
trate, having heard tho information of 
Sorgt. Bloonitiekl, consented to admit the 
defendants to bail, provided they could 
both furnish two sureties of §150 each in 
addition to a personal recognizanos of $300 
each. 'I'hoy will appear for trial to-nior- 
row inornin!'.

New Sidewalks. —In every part of the 
city, the benefits resulting from the side- 
walk bylaw are perceptible. On streets 
where a short time since rotten planks 
and projecting nails rendered pedestrian- 
iam a danger rather than a pleasure sub- 
stantial walks liavo been laid in accord- 
ance with the new regulations. In soniu 
instances, however, property-owners seem 
to have prescribed for themselves tho 
material of which tho walks shall be con- 
structed and the maimer in which they 
shall bo laid. Consequently there is no 
uniform grade, and "steps," which after 
nightfall may result in a broken leg or a 
sprained ankle, o.^ist in the localities al- 
luded to. The roiiuiroaients of tho bylaw 
are very clear and for the benefit of those 
property-owners who have failed to com- 
ply .with tho notices served on them we 
would state that tha Corporation has 
power to tako up a sidewalk which does* 
not conform to the regulations and lay 
one that il^oos, cliarging the property- 
owner tlie cost of no doing. In some cen- 
tral portions of the city it is observable 
that no sidewalks whatever e.\ist, the 
owners of lots having from oversight or 
some other cause escaped tho service of 
the usual notitiaitions. These are cases to 
which the Street Committee would do 
well to direct their attention, as other- 
wise they may expose themselves to the 
charge of making " fish of one and flesh 

of another."

The groat soiipation in Paris is the 
cxplcsion, or rather collap.so, of the 
gigiintio cajitive balloon, which lir.s 
been one of the loading attractions in 
the capital for the pn.st fifteen months. 
Tho event took place ou Saturday, tlie 
16th ult, at half-past four o'clock. 
Several ascents had previously been 
made. Another jiarty waij waiting to 
go uj), when a .squall .suddenly arose. 
The balloon was blown about from 
right to left in foreboding fasiiion. 
Suddenly the canvas near the safety 
valve above tlio car was slit by the 
wind. A terrific panic followed. 'J'lie 
spectators round the balloon rushed 
away in all directions, fearing an ex- 
plosion, ft wns fortunate they did bo, 
as some might have been .sufTocated by 
tho e.sca])ing gas. In a quarter of an 
hour tho 1,000 sepiare yards of canvas 
forming tho balloon lay on the ground 
like tho skin of so many eels. 

Of all the accusations brought 
again.st the City of Gla.sgow Bank, 
that of being tho cau.se of an action 
for broacii of promise of marriage is 
certainly tho strangest, but neverthe- 
less it is a fact. The lady belongs to 
Glasgow, the gen'.leinan to Greenock, 
both of them being people of some 
wealth. The lady unfortunately held 
some of tho stock of the bank, and 
when the crash came although tho 
marriagi! iuvitations had actuidly been 
issued, the gentleman cried off until 
it was ascertained how fur be would 
be aflected as her hu.sband. After the 
decision of the House of Lords that 
no liability would e.xtoud to him, it 
was, of course, e.vpocted that he would 
at once complete lji.s eiigiigoment, but 
for some reason or other ho had chang- 
ed his mind, and positively refused to 
do so. After all persuasion had failed 
an action claiming £3,000 v/as raised, 
which he has now conipromised by pa\ - 
my .£1,000. 

\Vli:it is a name worth? A gooil 
ileal apparently in tlip case of Alfred 
Tennyson, w-ho is so fully alive to the 
magic charm of his patronymic that ho 
has declined to become the heir of cer- 
tain estates in Lincolnshire rather than 
exchange it for that of Turner. The 
Laureatii's older brother inherited 
Gra.sby Hall and some neighboring 
farms many year.s back, and for tho 
sako of the £1,000 or i;2,000 a year 
which they yielded be entirely dropped 
the Tennyson, and became the Eov. 
Charles Turner, a name which stands 
on the title-page of his book of sonnets. 
He died a few months ago, leaving no 
is.sue, and hia wife followed him to the 
grave within a few weeks. The ne.xt 
heir is the Laureate, but he will not 
accei)t the condition which rigorously 
enforces tlic entire suppression of the 
Tennyson. Doubtless there -vvill Ite 
fotmci a brother, or a neijliew, if not a 
son, willing to forego the prestige at- 
tached to the family name for the sake 
of a comfortable inheritance, but tlie 
succession is still, I believe, unsettled. 
—Truth. 

At the Marlborough street Police 
Court, London, two young men were 
chai-ged with being in female attire for 
the purpose of committing a felony. 
The prisoners wore arrested in a cab, 
and they were dressed with all the at- 
tention to trifles characteristic of tho 
female toilette. It wns .said in evidence 
thsit they and others for a considerable 
time ]iast hud boon seen to enter and 
loa^ o a house in Wardour street, dress- 
ed in this fashion.

What little interchange and communi- 
cation passed between them passed 
through my brother. My brother con- 
veyed the very occasional communica- 
tions which they had to make to one 
another." In conclusion, the writer 
says that Mary Wyatt is not the lady 
whom Mr. Hall "has in his eye," but 
Miss Emily Knipe.

A verdict of 
"C'oiniiiitlcd suicide whilst under teni- 
poi'ary insaiiitv" was returned.
